In the Califorhia and Midecon-
tinent oil fields the question of
markets- has become a . serious
topic of discussion wherever oil
men qather. Both'of these ‘great
producing. -areas—have —watohe

~|helplessty~in the last year or so

while competitive oil from newer
fields has boldly ‘captured mar-
keting sterritory heretofore un-
disputed.

From Venezuela, Rumania and
Russia, pil ‘has pourgd into. 'the
European market on which, Cali-
fornia ~and midcontinent pro-
ducers relied for absorption—of
surplué  ‘gasoline and. - refined
products, ‘At the same -time a
new- attack struck at the domes-
tic markets when the Gulf Coast
fields, = principally East  Texas,
unleosed ahother flood of oil.

Exports Sharply Off

As the result .of this compe-
tition, the California and Mid-

market' virtually lost.
Plentiful supplies. from the for-
eign fields, located -closer to the
European marketing centers,
have depressed —-prices— to
point where it is unprofitable for
American tompanies to - com-
pete.. Most of them still retain
their place, but the export fig-
ures show ‘that American repre-
sentation ‘is “only. nominal.

Loss .of the export business
drew a relatively narrow circle
around the markets still open &
Mideontinent and California
The great domestic markets in
the Middle West and along-the
Atlantic seapoard still were na- ,
tural ‘outlets for Midcontinent
producers, while California ¢on-
tinued  to regard the  Atlantic
seaboard as a market for a sub-
stantial' volume of California
'gasoline, -

The challenge came from the
Gulf Coast fields and from Vene-
zuela. 'Gndually cheap oil from
these centers ‘drifted in, the
South American production al-
most imperceptibly driving back
Mideontinent products from the
seaboard’ and seriously interfer-
ing.with the shipments of gaso-
line from California. Hurriedly
built pipe-line—systems at the
same time ‘were transporting the
new Gulf Coast surplus up into
the interior markets and down
to tide water for shipment to
the Atlantic seaboard.

Circle Narrowed

Mideontinent ' producers now
find the cirele restricted to the
North Central States, principaily
Minois and /Indiana, as the nor-

mal market for_Oklahoma ‘and
Kansas crude oil. The local re-
fineries in 'these sections are

taking the production sufficient
to supply the smaller marketing
area, ‘and wells that formerly
produced oil for the whole area
east of 'the Rockies. are .either
shut _down or sharply curtailed.
North Texas, ‘ORlahoma = and
Kansas crude, for example,
moves ‘to Chicago at a cost of
compared witn
76 cents for crude frnm East
Texas.

California’s situation is' no
better. Having lost its' export
business and having béen prac-
tically driven out of the At-
lantic seaboard, producers in
this state must revise their
ideas and produce only for the
Pacific Slope. - Undoubtedly
California as a source of crude
oil supply has lost ground in the
international petroleum picture,
at 'least while current condi-
tions obtain,

Perhaps  these
explain ;,a number of shifts in
recent oil 'company-—policy:
Some of the larger, as the Jer-
gey and .California Standard
companies, ~have quigtly diver-
sified au@ivitiu by investing
capital in related or other en-
terprises,  Others have elected
to concentrate on internal im-
provements calculated to place
the investment on a profitable

basis under changed conditions.
